Movies will dispel the ancient farmer type and in his place pre- 
sent on the eliver screen the modern farmer, a type of business 
man with @ capital of from $25,000 to $100,000, an owner of 

automobiles and the latest farm machinery. 

The blame for the old “Yankee farmer” type being carried 
in the minds of the majority of America’s city dwellers wag laid 
at the door of the movie producers themselves by Samuel Guard, 
director of publicity of the federation. 

“The farm is modern and up to date with all the conveniences 
and comforts of the city, but the film producer has woefully neg- 
lected to keep pace with the farmer,” he declared.

Many 
American steamship agents are lo- 
cated there, on the lookout for 
passengers and freight; yet they 
are compelled to allow thousands 
of rich Lafin Americans to annu- 
ally passe them up and book for 
Europe instead of North America, 
because the trip to Europe is 
cheaper. 


North Americans, shockingly 


that, in that quarter of the world, 


he usually takes the whole family, 
more than likely consisting of from 
three to seven children, with a 
servant or two. There is no race 
suicide on the southern end of the 


Anrericas. A family of this kind 


naturally takes advantage of an 
opportunity to save 40 or 60 per 
cent in fares, 


PREFER THIS COUNTRY 

These annual trips abroad are 
very popular among those who 
can- afford them. And the Latins 
would prefer to visit the United 
States, because, in spite of propa- 
ganda to the contrary\ our friends 
in the Latin states have profound 
admiration for the’ American peo- 

le and their wonderful country. 

‘hen they are faced by prohibi- 
tive r fares, they are a 
bit piqued, and their Latin psychol- 
ogy gives them the impression that 
we are indifferent in the matter, 
and they go to Europe, where they 
are received with open arms; for 
your prosperous Latin Ame:ican 
is a very liberal spender when out 
for amusernrent. 

From the angle of cold business, 
each one of these Latin-American 
business men is a potential buyer 
of the very best kind, and they 
want American-made merchandise, 
including everythirg from cheap 
overalis and shirts, to machinery 
of all kinds. In sort, they want 
everything we manufacture. Dur- 
ing their annual trips they estab- 
tien their trade connections and 
give their orders for the ensuing 
year. Our indifference -in the lit- 
tle matter of attractive passenger 
rates is costing us what, in the ag- 
gregate, amounts to a huge sum 
of money. 

There is also the overlooked 
matter of schooling. Latin Ameri- 
cans prefer to send their children

ATIONAL UNITY 
Constitution Week commemorates 4 
new awakening, a new birth of freedom 


the result of the World War and its after- 
math of destruction pe violence. 

All the governments of Europe were shat- 
tered or shaken as by a blast from a flery 
furnace of hate and frenzy. Whole peoples 
seemed to have gone mad. America alone 
stood firm. Its government was founded 
on a rock against which the angry winds 
of violence were broken. And, as the storm 
passes, we come to a realization that this 
rock is the Constitution. 

Why is America great? How is ft that a 
government created but 135 years ago in a 
wilderness is now the most powerful among 
the nations? : 

There are other governments whose do- 
minion extends over vaster territory. There 
are other climates as clement and other 
soils as fertile. ‘There are other peoples 
more populous. But there is only one 
America. 

Until our Constitution was drafted con- 
Stitutiogal government was only a theory. 
It had been applied to the little states of 
Greece twenty centuries before; but it had 
not survived. Its application to the Amer- 
ican colonies was not opposed by the mon- 
archies of Burope. They tolerated {ft be 
cause they regarded it as an unrealizabie 
dream. They believed it foredestined to 
failure; and expected a speedy collapse 
which would bring the different colonies 
prostrate before them, begging protection 
each from the others. 

But the anticipated failure did not mate- 
rialize. From the beginning the people pros- 
pered under it. The principles ® enunci- 
ated have been proved indispensable to self- 
government. The institutions it created are 
the unassailable citadels of freedom. 

For this modern miracle two things were 
necessary: A land capable of supporting 
its population and a people with the inte> 
ligence; the will and the courage to enforce 
every constitutional decree. | 

Wilderness and desert were not trans- 
formed into populous communities without 
a struggle. The Constitution itself was not 
maintained without the spilling of blood. 
This peopi¢ has been assailed from without 
and within. But, from every test, American 
institutions have come forth proved and 


strengthened. 

What: is false would have been shattered 
in the terrific assaults that our government 
has sustained. Only truth can withstand 
such attacks. Any fundamental weakness 
in the Constitution would have caused its 
collapse, for it has been tried in every part. 

And, after 136 years of service, it stands 
like a lighthouse marking a channe! leading 
to a haven of safety from the wild seas of 
anarchy and Communism. Like pure gold, 
it has not tarnished with age and use. It 
remains the precious metal in the crucibie, 
where other forms of government have been 
only so much dross. 

Govermment is necessary to community 
life. Man must submit to the restraint of 
just laws or he must live alone. Lack of 
good government is even more fatal to a 
people than inclement skies and unproduc- 
tive soil. 

Our country’s present prosperity can be 
traced directly to the constitutional awak- 
ening that took place when the Reds, at the 
conclusion of the World War, made an or- 
}ganized attack upon government under the 
Constitution in America.. It was not until 
the tenets of the Constitution were attacked 
that the younger generation began to study 
that historic document. The Civil War was 
fought over the interpretation of the Con- 
stitution. Fifty years ago it was regarded 
as the greatest conflict of modern times. 
In that struggle the Constitution and its in- 
terpretation by the Federal Supreme Court 
were sustained. 

Fifty years of prosperity followed. Then 
came the world conflict and the spume of 
Communism. Again the Constitution was 
submitted to the supreme test. Today the 
Red aggressors are scattered. Some were 
deported; others are serving prison sen- 


their experience and are working and pros 
pering under the government they sdught 
to destroy. 

Constitution Week is a fitting commem- 
oration of the most important advance in 
the science of government recorded in mod- 
ern history. Like truth, the Constitution 
lives and gains new vigor as the genera- 
tions pass. Its life is the life of the Amer- 
ican people. So long as it endures, and that 
long only, shall the people themselves as a 
national unity endure. 


MUST BE CONSULTED 
Tangier belongs nominally to the Sul- 
tan of Morocco, who in reality is a dummy 
ruler in the control of France. Every Eu- 
ropean power has covetous eyes set on this 
extremely valuable seaport which, fortified 
and converted into a submarine base, could 
control the Mediterranean as Helgoland 
once controlled the Baltic. 


International interests have so far pre 
vented any European power from seizing 
Tangier and annexing it entirely after the 
fashion employed by the British at Gibral- 
tar. This alone has preserved for the Sul- 
tan of Morocco his semblance of authority. 

France, however, in her present exaited 
mood, is pressing for advantages at Tan- 
gier that would practically seat her there 
as firmly as the British at Gibraltar or as 
the Germans, prior to the armistice, were 
seated on the rock of Helgoland. 

Control of Tangier nearly started a Bu- 
ropean conflict when Germany and France 
locked horns over its possession in the early 
years of the century. The squabble was 
settied in March, 1906, by the Treaty of 


To that treaty the United States was a 
party and our State Department does not 
intend to sée any arrangements made by 
any of the other signatories without due 
consideration being shown to American 
interests. Some of the European chancel- 
leries have received a considerable shock 
on hearing of this determination of the 
United States to insist on its treaty rights. 
Since it was an American, Ambassador 
White, acting under instructions from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, who framed the accepted 
terms when France and Germany were on 
the verge of war, our people have particu- 
lar reason for seeing that no single power 
oversteps the provisions made in regard to 
Tangier. 

Under French pressure the Sulian of Mo 
rocco had accepted French bids for the con- 
struction of a fortified harbor at Tangier 
without reference to the American or Brit- 
ish engineers, who were also prepared to 
bid on the contract. Washington has also 
informed Spain, France and Creat Britain 
that this government will not accept any

to win the calamity stakes of the century. 

In a few short weeks we have witnessed 
the annihilation of Japan's two proudest 
cities, the mysterious wrecking of.seven of 
our finest torpedo-boat destroyers, the loss 
of the liner Cuba, fires ravaging large areas 
of California forests and watersheds and 
the most picturesque part of the charming 
city of Berkeley left a charred and biack- 
ened ruin. 

Since the New Year was ushered in with 
the usual~ rejoicing 1923 has marked its 
course with unanticipated misfortunes, Lit- 
tle has happened in Europe to justify the 
hopes of the optimists that that continent 


was about to settle down to an era of peace- 
ful development. In the same month the 
United States lost its beloved Presfilent 
and Japan its able Premier, two of the most 
practical workers for internationa) harmony 
in this disturbed and irresponsible era. 

Nature and man seem to have combined 
to try out the soul of civilization and find 
out the stuff of which it is composed.
